i Ou begin with a Voverint Vnsverſs | be it 
known unto allthat know me. } 

"But without all peradventure it is & 
counterfeit Deed, and the Conditions 
are forged : God never made hem, 
nor doth he allow of them, neither 
hath beſet his hand and ſeal to ſuch ac- 
curſed Hereſies. 

As tomaintain that\ the divine Natwre Was unued to the 
ſinful Nature of Man and ſo make theſecond Perſon in the 
Trinity a Sinner, and thereby ( as much as in you lies) raſe 
the very foundation of Religion ; for if he had been ſo, 
he could not have been a Sacrifice to take away fin; but 
would have needed himſelf co be purged, wherefore before 
the ſecond perſon in the Trinity was united unto thenatureof 
the Virgin, the holy Ghoſt did ſeparate that ſubſtance 
whereof the humane nature of Ehriſt was framed from the 
leaſt ſtain of ſin. 

Secondly, to fay that all the Scriptures are an ANT 
B 2 A 
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and fo overthrow the whole Hiſtory of the Bible, the Crea. 
tion, Redemption, and Salvation of Man. An Allegory is, 
when onething is ſpoken, and another underſtood, but in 
the Hiſtory of the Bible the very ſame thing which is ( ſpo- 
ken, isto be underſtood, except it be when it is contrary to 
the Analogy of faith,or the Rule of Manners. What ? becauſe 
St. Paul made an Allegory of Abrahams having Sarah & Ha- 
gar doth it follow that all the Scriptures are Allegories? Or. be- 
cauſe that was an Allegorie, may we believe there was no ſuch 
Hiſtorie ? 

Becauſe the Rock was called Chriſt, as in the 1. Cor, 10. 
4+ doth it therefore follow there was no ſuch Hiſtorie as of 
the Rock in Numb.:o. thelike may be ſaid of many more. 

Allegories do not therefore overthrow the Hiſtory, but 
confirm it, *Tis then God never conſented to your Condi- 
tions, though you have preſum'd to ſet to his name. 

You ſpeak much in your own praiſe : | that you have been 
faithful in the acknowledgement of this Myſterie. | 

You might have remembred, that propria laws ſorder, and 
that commonly, when a man beareth witnefs of himſelf, his 
witneſs is not true. oh» 8. Therefore you ſhould rather 
have followed So/omons counſel.

Youare only kind unto the Divel, and would put him in 


hope ( if it werepoſſible) of Saſvation ; but though perad- 
venture you may perſwade your followers to believe ir, 
yet the father of lies will not creditic; if he did, he would 
not have cried out, torment me not before the time.. 

You ſay that | God hath been with you to make ſweet and 
pleaſant your ſufferings, and /mpri/oment to you. | 

Itis a fearful judgement, when God gives up men ſo far 
to believe their own lies, that their own Poyſon becomes 
pleaſant anddeleRable unto them ; and that he doth this, 
we find 2. Theſ, 2. 10, 11, 12. Becauſe they received not the 
love of the tr#:h, that they might be ſaved : God ſhall ſend them 
frong deluſion, that they ſhould believe a lie: T hat they all 
might be damned, whs believed not the truth, but had pleaſure 
in anrighteonſneſs. . 


You boaſt of the ſuſſerings, as for the truth ; when they 
are for your abominable Blaſphemie, and bearing witneſs to 
lies, for denying Chriſt Afﬀention, Seſlion, and the general 
day of judgement in that ſenſe which the Scriptures deliver 
them unto us, we know there are P/eudomartyrs as well as 
true Martyrs; andas God comforts and ſupports the one, 
ſo the Divel deludes and deceives the other, for it is mani-

Beware of falſe Prophets tha: come un- 
to Jou in Sheeps cloathing but inwardly they are ravening 
Wolves. Mat. 7.15.) andifthey negle todo it, and the 
Sheep periſh, they ball anſwer for their bloed,, Ext. ?.

Butif they do it, and the Sheep be ſlain, the Shepherds forall 
deliver their own Souls, Ex. 339. 

And certainly a more —_—_— Wolf or Heretick was not

in the Church from the dayes of the Apoſtles, until this 
time - Whatdo] ſpeak of one ; if Pythagoras's trayſmigrati- 
#1; of ſouls could captivate my belief, I ſhould not judge un- 
reaſonably, ſhould I judge that the ſouls almoſt of all the 
former Hereticks were tranſported into you ; for not any one 
of them maintained {ſo many damnable opinions. God give 
you a ſight of your fin, and grace to repent ; thatif it be pol- 
ſible the (in of your heart may be forgiven you. 

As for your Book, it is a Labyrinth of errours, and you 
your (cif a blind guid, that run headlong into the pit of per- 
dition, and draw others after you. 

For the Aſperſions which you and your deceived followers 
caſt upon us the Miniſters, we regard them not - Itisan ho- 
nour to be evil ſpoken of by ſuch companions, eſpecially for 
the tiuth, and for righteoufneſs- ſake. But we ſhall leave our 
cauſe to God, and pray with the P/almi/*( P/al, 35. 1. ) plead 
thou our cauſe,” O Lord wich them that fight againſt us ( and 
P/al. 2.7. 12. )Deliver us not over unto the will of our enc- 
mies, for falſe witneſſes are riſen up againſt us, and ſuch as 
ſpeak wrong. 

Before I enter upon this diſputation, it will. be requiſite to 
ſay ſomewhat of Blaſphemie; becauſe it is much ſpoken of 
inthe enſuing diſcourſe. 

To Blaſpheme God, is to detract from his ſacred majeſtic, 
to offer injurie tohis holy name, and diſhonourable, and re- 
proachful ſpeeches, the fin of Pharach. Exod. 5.2. the fin 
of Rubſhaketh 2. Kin. 18. the fin of the 1ſraelitiſh womans 
ſon. Lev. 24,10. The puniſhment of this fin was death ; 
when it was manifeſt andnotorious, Lev. 24. 16. Dan. 3. 
29. Thisfin is committed three wayes. Firſt, when that is 
aſcribed unto God, which is repugnant to his nature, as if a- 
ny ſay he is corrupt, or ſubj<e& unto evil affeRtions. Se- 
condly, when that is taken from him whichis proper unto 
him, as when any ſhall ſay God is not merciful, good, juſt, 
&c, Thirdly, when that is attributed to the creature, which 
1s proper to the Creator ; as when any ſhall ſay the Angels 
made the world ; or that a meer man can forgive fins, Or 
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if any ſhall afſume to himſelf, che name of the Meſias; as 
did the falſe Prophets, &c. moreover, I may adde that He- 
refie is Blaſphemie, and that Hereticks are Blaſphemers. 
Firſt, becauſe they manifeſtly oppoſe the truth, and ſo God, 
who is prima veritas, upon which account Se. Pax/condemns 
Hyminews and Alexander. 1, Tim. 1. 20. Secondly, be- 
cauſe they make God the Author of their lies ; by wreſting 
his word to confirm their errours ; which is the property of 
Satay, the patron of lies. Thirdly, becauſe they ſer Gods 
ſtamp upon their counterfeit mettal ; relling the people it is 
Gods gold, when it is no other then Satans drofs, of moſt 
of which this Heretick is puiltie; as will appear by the 
enſuing diſcourſe: theſe things premiſed I proceed.

W hich Propo/ition is both falſe and Blaſphemous ; for the 
Holy Ghoſt, in the conception ſanRifi'd the Haſſe, where- 
of Chriſt was made, and ſeparated it from fin. Luke 1, 35. 
The eAvngel (ſaid the Holy Gheft ) ſhall come upon thee, and 
the power of the moſt Highfhall over-ſhadow thee ; there- 
fore alſo that holy thing, which ſhall be born of thee, (hall be 
called the Son ef God, The holy thing, which ſhall be born 
of thee, implies he was holy beforc he was born. 

And this was done upon ſpecial cauſe. Firſt, that ic 
might be joyned to the Perſon of the So, which could not 
have been, if it had been defiled with fin.

You fay | that all men ſhall be ſaved, and that there is re- 
demprion out of Hell ( even for the Divels |] for you except 
them not ; which falſe Aflertion is ſo ſtrongly confuted our 
of thoſe two places of Scripture. Aſark 16. 16. And ar. 
25. 31. urged by Mr. Roſwel, that you are not able to anſwer 


it, 
You farther ſay | I do alſo ſay that the righteous ſhall have 
everlaſting life, and the wicked ſhall have everlaſting 
Torment ; bat that doth not prove, there isno Salvation, 
or 
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or Redemption out of Hell ; for the word everlaſting, doth 
fgnifie ſuch a diſpenſation or adminiſtration of God to 
man. 

W hich is an abſurd expreſſion ; let me help you to a bet- 
ter, though it willnot help you in the maintaining of your er- 
rour. Everlaſting doth ſignifie Pervernitatem periodicam, et 
Perpetwitatem abſolutam, and you. might ſay, it ſignifies 
here Perperuitatem periodicams ; but this would be as falſe, 
as the other is abſurd : For in the ſame ſenſe that God pro- 
miſes eternal life to the Sheep, inthe ſame ſenſe he threatens 
eternal puniſhment to the damned, but he promiſes eternal 
|:fe abſolutely to the Sheep, and therefore threatens eternal 
puniſhment abſolutely.to the damned. The Text is, er ab4- 
bunt iſti ad ſunplicium eterunm, juſti vero ad vitam eternam,lo 
there isthe ſame perpetuitie to both, and the Scales go e- 
cually. 

I will adde two places of Scripture more, the 1. Hark 9. 
45, 46. and if thy foot offend thee cu: it off : Ir is better for thee 
to enter valt into life, then having two feet, tobecaſt into Hell, 
into the fire that never ſhall be quenched : Where their Worm 
aiethnot, and the fire is not quenched. Mark the words, he 
cali's it their Worm, and this their Worm never dies, and 
wherefore their Worm ? Becauſe it torments them : Andto 
ſhew the certainty of it, our Savieny repeats it three ſeveral 
times in that Chapter. 

The ſecond is Lake 16. 26, where Atraham tells Dzves, 
between us ard you, there is a great Gulf fixed, ſorthat they, 
which would paſs from hence to yon cannot, neither can 
they paſstons, that would come from thence , a Caſmos, a 
fixed Ca/mos never to beremoved, and which ſha!l for ever 
keep them aſunder, which ſome expound to be Gods eter» 
nal decree. 

Now where is your boaſting, where is your triumphing ; 
if you haveany Scripture that makes for your purpoſe,produce 
It : We have produced Scripture ſufficiently, and ſuch proofs 
as neither you nor any of your family can ever anſwer ; yet 
more ſhall be produced npon the ſame occaſion in the ſecond

diſputation. You urge to prove your wicked errour Chriſts 
local deſcenſion into Hell, what if I ſhould grant ir, becauſe 
it is the opinion of many learned Proteſtant Divines, what 
would this make for your purpoſe > They held, he went aq 
Triumphananm to triumph, (grounding thcir opinion prin- 
cipally on Phz/. 2.10.) you ad patieadam to lifter, which 
is againſt Chriſt's Cor/ummatum eſt it is finiſhed. Becauſe 
Chriſt deſcended and returnedas a Conquerour,doth it follow, 
that the Divels and the damned ſhall return, who are Male- 
fators. Alſo Chriſt laid down his life for his Sheep, are the 
Divels and the damned any of the Sheep of Chriſt ? You 
quote a place out of Amos 9. 2. Though they dig into Hell, 
thence ſhall mine hand take them, though they climb up to Hea- 
wen, thence will I bring them down, thorvgh they hide them- 
ſelves tn the top of Carmel, 1 will ſearch and take thews ont 
thence, &c. Which place is nothing to your purpoſe ; for 
the meaning is, no place ſhould hide theui from the reven- 
ging hand of God, except they repented, | 


But one thing more you ſpeak there of a diſpenſation. 

What manner of diſpenſations to go to Hell 2 There 
needs no ſuch diſpenſation. Facilis deſcen/u4 averni, broad 
is the way, certainly you mean a diſpenſation to come from 
Hell ; and then the Pope or your ſelf muſt grant ir; buthe 
grants diſpenſations only from Purgatory, and ſo it reſtcth 
upon your ſelf:and if you have ſuch a faculcie,why do you ſui- 
fer them tolie in thoſe flames ? It argues litcle charitie in 
you. 

You are charged by Mr. Refwel for ſaying, that a mans 
good works do him no good, and his evil works no hurt ; 
and in your anſwer I finde this of truth. | That when we 
have doneall we can, we muſt acknowledge our ſelves tobe 
unprofitable ſervants, | and indeed ſo we are; yet he that 
commanded us to acknowledge that we are unprofitable 
ſervants: in the {:me place commands us to do what we can- 
To ſtrive to enter in at the ſtrait Gate: To give diligence 
to make our calling and eleRijon ſure, for the pennie is not 
given

givet to thoſe that ftand idle in the Market-place, but ants 
thoſe thatlabour in the Vineyard. 
Further, though good works be not cauſa reguanat, yet 
are they via ad Kegnyw, and therefore God hath prepared 
chem to walk in Ephe. 2. 10. : | 
inthe third Chapter I finde ſo great B/aſphemie, Non-ſexſe, 
and confufion, . that I ſhould hold my ſelf diſoblig'd to an an- 
ſwer, or confutation; but that, where 1 am commanded 
n:t 70 anſwer a fool is his folly, left I ronld be like him : There 
am I commanded alſo, ro a»{wer a fool in bis folly, left he be 
wiſe in his own conceit : Pro. 26.4, 5. 


Firſt Blaſphemie, you ſay | Chriſt is at the left hand of Ged.\ Chap. 3. 
W hich is horrible Blaſphemie : For as the right hand doth F28e 17+ 


fignifie SymmamGleriam the higheſt glory : So the left hand 
of God doth fignifie /ymmam miſeriam, the greateſt miſery, 
which to maintain that Chriſt is in , is moſt repugnantto 
the Scriptures. Epheſ. 1. 20, 21. Col. 3,Tt, Pſal. 16,11» 
Rom. 8. 34+. Xt. 16.9. It is a metaphorical expreſſion, bor- 
rowed from the geſture of Princes, who when they mean 
highly to honour any man, ſet him at their right hand ac- 
cording to that of the P/almiff, P/al. 45. 9. Upon thy 
right hand did ſtand the 2uecer in gold of Ophir, And we 
read that S#/omon did ſet his Mother at his right hand. 3 
Kings 2, 19. 

Anguſtis interprets ſitting at the right hand, afterthis man- 
hier z Sedere eft judiciariam poteſtatem habere, ad dexteram Des 
eſſe, eſt in ſumma beatitudine efſe, ſicut ad ſiniſtram in ſum- 
ma Miſerta, 

To fit is to have Tudiciarie power, to be at the right hand 
of God, is to be in the higheſt degree of happinels, as at 
his left hand, in the greateſt miſcrie. 

But who can better expound it, then St. Pax!, who was 
led by the Spirit of Chriſt, Ephe. 1. 20, 21, 22. God hath 
highly exalted his Sou, and placed him at bis right band in Hea- 
venly places, where he ſhews the exaltation of his Humane 
nature to the higheſt degree of bleſſedne(s that it can be ca- 
pable of : He hath pat all things in ſubjetion under hs feet, 
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(12) 
and that prepter Mortew Crucis, becauſe he became 
obedient to death, even the death of the Croſs, Phil. 2.8, g. 

Your Allegorical fancy is as far different from the truth, 
asa Goat is from a Sheep, or an Aﬀe from a rational man. 

Secondly, Non-ſenſe in the contents of your third Chapter, 
as all that read it cannot judge it otherwiſe. 

Thirdly, Confuſion, in turning the Holy Scriptures in- 
ro Allegories, where they are to be underſtocd literally, and 
ſoovcrthrow the meaning of the Holy Ghoſt.

Yon begin with truth as P:/ate, and yet you go about to 
crucifie it, you aſſume unto your ſelf the name of a light, as 
the Phariſees did, and yet our Saviour calls them blind guides 
_ went into the ditch themſelves, and drew others after 
tne, 

You tell Mr. French you are not of his Spirit, and I believe 
ſo too, for he defends the truth, and you maintain falle- 
hood. 

Neither are you of the ſpirit of Chriſt, for he hates the 
doArine of the Nichelaitans Rev. 2. 15, you hate no mans 
opinion, as you declare page 15. a difference then, for there 
- the ſpirit of Chriſt, and your ſpirit, they ate not the 

ame. 

Here I meet again with two Herefies diſputed of, and 
confuted before, and therefore I ſhall not need to adde much. 

The firſt is, that the deity of Chriſt was not only united 
to the nature.of man, bur to the ſin of his nature, which is 
as impoſſible, as for twocontraries to agree together in the 
fame ſubjeR, puritie, and uncleanneſs. Righteouſneſs, and 
unrighteouſneſs : Light and darkneſs. 

He was a perfe& man in all things, fin excepted. Ht. 
4.15. We havenotan high Prieſt which cannot be touched, 
with the feeling of onr infirmities ; but was in all points: 
temptedlike as we were yet without fin. And Heb. 7. 26; 
27. for ſuch an high Prieſt became us to haye who is holy, 
EET it: harmleſs, 


0.23 
harmleſs, undcfiled, ſeparate from finners, and made high- 
er then the Heavens, Who needed not &aily as thoſe high 
Prieſts to offer up ſacr.fice, firſt for his own fin, and thentor 
the peoples. And whatcan be more plaine, that he was 
without fin clearly, as the other high Prieſts were not with- 
out, they having need, he bavirg none. 

Again, he took vpcn bim the rature of man ; but not the 
ſin of his nature. Sin ard concupiſcence are notof the nature 
of man; but an kereditary diſeaſe that ſticks unto his nature 
as doth the Leprofie : For indeed if it had ſtuck to his na- 
tore, he could neither bave been a Prieſt, nor a ſacrifice. 

Not an high Prieſt, for ſuch an high Prieſt it becommed us 
to have who was holy, as in that Textof Heb. 7.26, 

Nota ſacrifice ; for that muſt be without ſpot, that muſt 
take away fin: And ſo was Chriſt. obs 14. 30. The 
Prince of this world had nothing in him. 1. Pet. 1. 19. A 
lamb without blemiſh aud without ſpot. 1, Pet. 2, 22, Who 
did not ſin. 

And whereas you objec he bote cur fins in his body on the 
Tree: you could not haye brought any place, that makes 
more againſt you. Matk the words. He bore our ſins, not 
his own : We were theprincipals. He was but our ſuertic - 
He ſuffered not for himſelf ; but according to that of Dan:e/ 
9.26, The Meſſias ſhall be ſlain for his people. 


You urge moreover that place. He hath made him to be 2 Cox; 3, 211 


fin, that knew 10 ſin, that we might be made the righteouſneſs 
of God in bins, which makes nothing for your purpoſe,rightly 
underſtood : For he made him fin by imputations God im- 
puted his righteouſneſs to us, and onr fin to him: I have 
ſhewed you before how he was conceived by the Hely Ghoſt, 
not begotten by man. 

Here we are come again to that old exploded Hereſie of 
Or:gen, which bath been anſwered already, and that cnongh 
to the ſatisfaRion of any good Chriſtian; yet becauſe I mect 
with it again, I ſhall adde ſomewhat more. 

Sod deth threaten eternal paniſhments, as he promiles e= 
cernal bleſſings, as in that Text of 2ſt. 25. 46, before ſpo=-

Which Text runs thas iwthe Original Kai iniacy- 
o8Vſo 5T0 G5 WANT oiwrov 08 Nato ls ZONv icon, 
Here the word «@v0y, which figaifies eternal, you ſee, is the 
Epithite for the future condition both of the righteons and 
unrighteous, and thovghthe Engliſh tranſlation render it by 
two ſeveral words, as eternal _ everlaſting, yer their force 
and meaning 1s the ſame, and fignifie the ſame. And here 
me thinks, this one paſſage might diſcover to the weakeſt, 
and moſt ignorant follower of your cr. ours, what a perverter 
of Scripture youare. 

But for all this, you have the face to tell Mr, French, that 
this Text proves it not, and tell him that you had anſwer'd ir 
before, but let us ſee how you have anſwer'd it before. 

Your anſwer was, | that the word everlaſting did fignific 
a diſpenſation, or adminiſtration of God to man, | which 
as I told you before, i5an abſurd expreſſion ; your meaning 
is ( as you have ſomewhat expreſt your ſelf in the beginning 
of the eighteenth Page ) that it ſignifies ſuch a perpetuitie, 
a$is not abſolute, but hath a Period, 

Captain Smith very ſeaſonably charg*d you to prove it hath 
fuch a fignification. You inſtance in the Covenant God made 
with Abraham, which was called an Everlaſting Covenant. 
Your wordsare. 

The Covenant which God made with Abraham, was called 
an everlaſting Covenant | and this Covenant upon theſe con- 
ditions did laſt but foratime, for we read that God did af- 
terwards make a new Covenant with us, that ſhould never 
be ended, | 

To this Mr. French replied, I deny that the Scripture you 
brought out ofthe 27. of Geneſis is taken in your ſenſe. For 

that was an everlaſting Covenant: And indeed ſo it was; 
therefore the pains of Hell are eternal, thatis, have no Pe- 
riod. 

To this you ſay. | Sir you ſay nothing but what your 
brother Reſwel had ſaid before, which I then anſwer'd, and 
you underftand not ; for the firſt everlaſting Covenant, as 


- to the conditions thereof, which were the works of the 


Law,

Laws had ah end, as tous, when God made a hew coye- 
nant with us upon better conditions without end, |] 

Oh Monſtram horrendum cai lumen ademptum. Ohblind 
deceived deceiver to fay, thatthe covenant God made with 
Abraham was a covenant of works, when it was a cove- 
nant of grace, as the Scriptures every where prove ; but e= 
ſpecially. Rom. 4. and in that Chapter eſpecially the 16 
Verſe. Therefore it is of faith, that it might be by grace, 
to the end the Promiſe might be ſure to all theſeed of Abra- 
ham, who againſt hope, believed in hope, and therefore 
faith was imputed to him for righteouſneſs. Andagain, in 
thez. to the Gala, Abraham believed, and it was imputed 
to him for righteouſneſs. I ſee you donot underſtand what 
the Covenantsare. 1 ſhall briefly tell you therefore, 

Gods Covenant is his contra& with man, cor.cerning the 
obtaining of Eterral lifz upon a certain condition. 

This Covenant conſiſts of two parts ; Gods promiſe to 
man, and mans promiſe to God. 

The promiſe of God is that whereby he bindeth himſelf to 
man, if he perform the Condition. | 

Mans promiſe to God is, that whereby he voweth his 
Allegiance unto his Lord, and toperforni the condition be- 
tween them. 

Again, thereare two kinds of this Covenant. Firſt, the 
covenant of works, and the covenant of grace, Jerem. 3r. 
31, 32. 

The Covenant of works, is Gods covenant made with con- 
dition of perfe& obedience, and is expreflcd in the Moral 
;Law. 

The Moral Law is that part of Gods Word which comman- 
deth a perfe&t obedience from man, as well in his nature as 
in his ations, and forbiddeth the contrary Rom. 10. 5. and 
i-Tim,g1.5, 

» The Covenant of grace is that part, whereby God freely 
promiſing Chriſt and his benefits, exacts again oftaan, that 
he would by faith receive Chriſt, and repent of his fins. Ho. 
2.18, 19, Exe, 36, 25, Mala, 3+ 1. And this covenant though 
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it be one in ſubſtance, yetit is diſtinguiſhed into the old and 
new Teſtament, o: covenant. 

The old Teſtament, or coyenant is that which in Types and 
Shadows prefigures Ghriſt to come, and to be exhibited. 
Thenew Teſtament or Covenant declareth Chriſt already 
come in the fleſh, as it isapparently ſhewed in the Goſpel. 

T he Goſpel is that part of Gods Word which contains a 
moſt worthy and welcome meſſage; namely, that mankinde 
Is fully redeemed by the blood of Jeſus Chriſt the only begot- 
ten Son of God, manifeſted in the fleſh - So that now, for 
_ ail choſe thar repent, and believe 1n Jeſus Chriſt, there is pre- 
pared a full remiſſion of ſins together with Salvation and life 
everlaſting. [oh 3.14, 15. Atts 10. 43. 

Thus have I ſhewed you what the Covenant is, and the 
difterence which, it ſcems plainly, you your {{If did not un- 
derſtand, though you taxed another for ignorance. 

But now the Divels and damned are out of this Coyenant : 
they areunder the curſe, they cannot repent, they cannot 
truly believe, they are hardned, and therefore no hope of 
dSalyation to them. 

In the next place of your errours, and abominable abſard 
ſhifts tro maintain them, you have found out a pretrie diſtin- 
ion ofeverlaſting. 

You fay | when everlaſting, and the words for ever are 
mentioned ſingly, they ſignifie a time which ſhall have an 
end ; but when they are ingeminated, or repeated, as from 
Everlafting to Everlafting, or for ever and ever, thenthey 
ſignifie Erernitic, or a time without end | or to this pur- 
poſe page 18, 

Your own words ſhall confute your errour, your tongue 
ſhall make you fall ; for if you read Apoc. 14. Verſe 11. you 
ſhall finde that they that worſhip the beaſt are rormented 
with fire and brimſtone. And the ſmoak of their rorments 
aſcend for ever and ever, habemas coufitentem,that the pains of 
Hell are perpetual, becauſe they arc ſaid to endure for ever 
andever, ; 

Your nextanſwer contains ſuch horrible Blaſphemie, that 
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it deſerves rather a reply from the hand of the Hangman, 
then an anſwer from the Penof any man. 
You ſay, ( and TI trembleto repeat it) | that Hell fire, ( not Page 18. 
only ) is as eternal as God ( but that ) God himſelf is that con- 
ſuming fire |} v:z. of Hell. A mott damnable aſſertion, which 
is all one, as to-fay, that Syummun bonum is Summunm malum, 
that he who is the chiefeſt good and happineſs, it ſelf is the 
chiefeſt evil. And Hell fire it felf, which was made for the 
Divels and the damned. Afar. 25. 4x. For what can it be 
elſe: letthe expoſition be what it will, the Playſter will be 
too narrow for the Sore. 
God is ſometimes compared, inthe Scripture, unto a con= 
{uming fire, to ſhew the greatneſs of his anger againſt ſin- 
ners, and that except they repent hÞ will burn them up, and 
conſume them, asa fire conſumes the Wood, the Chafte, rhe 
Stubble ; but I never heard before, that God was ſaid to be 
Hell fire, and I hope ſhall never hear it again. 
You faid abſurdly | that David was in Hell, even. while he 
was upon the earth, ] underſtanding Hell locally ( as I under- 
ſtand, for why elle ſhould you urge ir here) which canmot 
be. A body cannot be in two places at the ſame time. 
Secondly, you quote the 88. P/alm 6, 7. *tis commonin 
the Scriptures, for the Spirit of Ged to uſe Hyperboles, that 
is,tranſcendent kinds of ſpeaking, as itis ſaid, that there were 
among the Cazaaxires Cities walled up to Heaven, that is, 
the Walls were very high.So when the greatneſs of the miſe- 
ties, afflictions, and troubles of Gods Children is ſet forth, 
itis compared unto Hell. 7x. 2. 1, 2. Then Tones yrayed un- 
tothe Lord his Gcd out of the fiſhes belly ; and faid, 7 cried - 
by reaſon of my affiiition nnte the Lord, and he heard me ; out 
of the belly of Hell cried I, and thou heardeſt me. 
You mention that place in the 1. Coy. 3. 10, 11, nothing 
tothe purpoſe ; for that fire there mentioned, is to trie Do- 
Qrines that are built upon Ieſus Chriſt the foundation, the 
true corner ſtone, whether they be Gold or Silver ; Hay, or 
Stubble; if they be of the firſt ſort, they ſhall abide, if of 
the ſecond they ſhall burn and vaniſh. Now this fire is = 
D ; the 
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the fire of Hell, nor of Purgatory, ( as the,Papiſts holq) bur 
the fire of Gods Word, or the ſpirit working by the Word ;: 
which by rhe lighe thereof, that is as clear as the day, when. 
once it ariſeth in our hearts, doth manifeſt and declare what. 
is Silver, what is droſs. If anymans work abide he ſhall 

receivea reward. Dan. 12. 3. They that be wiſe, ſhall ſhire 

as the brightneſs of the Firmanent, and they that turn many 

to righteouſneſs as the Stars for ever and ever. 

But if his Work burn he ſhall ſuffer loſs. Afar. 5. 19, He 
ſrall be accounted leaft in the Kingdome of Heaven; yet ifhe 
have kept the foundation he (hall be faved, yet as by fire. 
He doth not ſay by fire, but (as) by fire, that is, by afiRi- 
ons, which are compared to fire, 1, Pet, 4. 12, 13. for by 
them God ſhall corre&t him, and cauſe him to ſee his errour. 
Before I Was afflited, 1 went wrong, ſaith David P/al. 119. 67. 

And in Jeb 33. 14, 15. God ſpeaketh once, yea twice, yet 
man perceiveth it not. He openeth his eyes by correQion, 

that he may keep back his ſoul from the Pit. And this I con- 
ceive is the meaning of the ſpirit of God in theſe expreſſions. 

Thirdly, you nrge that place of Hof. 13. 14: 1 willra»ſome 
them from the power of the Grave, &c. To which Ianſwer. 
Firſt, there is a civildeath, when men are fo overwhelmed 
with miſeries, that they ſeem to be dead and buried whileſt 
they are alive, 

The Prophet fore-tells, thatthey ſfiould be brought into 
ſuch a condition for their fins; and yer God ſhouly deliver 
them out of it, when they repented, which came to paſs; 
for they were delivered into the hands of Nebachadnezzar, 
and aſter delivered by the EdiQ of Cyras. 

But who can better expound the Propher, then the Apo- 
ſtle, 1 Cor. 15. 54. who expounds it of the ReſurreRion. 
So when this corruptible ſhall have pnt on incorruption, and 
this Mortalitie ſhall have put on immortalitie; then ſhall the 
ſaying be brought to paſs that is written, death is ſwallowed 
up-in victory, And that very fitly, for when we die, 
death gets the victory oyer us: when weriſe again life gets 
then victory of death. ” i

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You bringa place out of the 27. of 1/aiah v. 1. which if 
you will apply unto the Devil and his Angels is enough to 
break their hearcs, conld they conceive any hope of your re- 
demption. 

In that day the Lord with his ſore, and great, and ſtrong 
ſword ſhall puniſh Leviathan, that crookgd Serpent : and be 
ſhall ſlay the Dragon in the Sea. In that day when God hall 
do this, ſhall be'ſung this ſong, the Church is « Vineyard of red 
Wine, 1 the Lord do keep it, 1 will water it every moment leſt 
any hurt it, I will keep it night and day. Fury is wot in me : 
(thar is, though he corre& it in his anger ; yet his fury ſhall 
not reſt upon it) though 6bryers and thorns ſhould be ſet a- 
gainſt him, he would go through them, and burn them up toge- 
ther. By briers and thorns he means the Enemies of his 
Church, whom he will deftroy for ever inthe day of Judg- 
ment. 

But ſome interpret this place ofthe deftruRion of the Baby- 
lonians by the Perſians,and their deliverance by (yr#s,which 
afterwards came to paſle, and then the Church had cauſe to 
fing that ſong. 

Yourlaſt Argument overthrows your own cauſe 1/4.30.33- 
T ophet is prepared of old, for the King it is prepared, it con- 
ſiſts of fire and much wood, the breath of the Lord, like a 
ſtream of brimftone doth kindle it. 

Tophet was'a Temple iu the valley of Hine, wherein ſtood 
the abominable Idol of Sat«r», to whom the Iſraclites offered 
up their children : and that they might not hear their mourn» * 
ful cries, they ſounded bells to drown their voices; from 
whence it came to be called Topher, of Topb, which fignifiesa 
bell. By this vallie of flaughter, the Prophets do many times 
ſet forth Hell, andthe torments thereof. - 

Again, the Afſyrians, or the Babylonians were always cruel 
enemies to the Church of God, they often invaded their 
Country, burnt up their Cities, ſlew their people, andcarried 
them away captive : wherefore Satan and his Angels, with his 
inſtruments are many times compared to the King of Babel, 
his Souldiers, and his people.

Now in this place the Prophet goes about to ſet forth the 
day of judgement, when not onely the Babylonians, bur all 
the enemies of the Church ſhall be deſtroyed, Satan and his 
Angels, Tyrants, Perſecuters, Hereticks &c, and he begins ir 
1n this manner. 

The Lord ſhall cauſe his glorious voice to be heard, and 
ſhall ſhew the lighting down of his Arm with the indigna- 
tion ofhis arger, and with the flame of devouring fire, with 
ſcattering, and tempeſt, and hailſtones. | 

For through the voice of the Lord ſhall the Aſſyrian be 
beaten down (which ſmote with the xo@d) with the rodof 
his mouth, when he ſhall pronounce the lat ſentence againſt 
them. But what ſhall become of them? they ſhall be caſt in- 
to Hell,and all the people that forget God; which hell is here 
called T ophet: when was this made? of old. Burt it cannot 
hold them all ? Yes, *tis deep and large. There wants fewel? 
no, there is fireand much wood. Though itbe kindled, yet 
it may goout ? no, itis like a burning River of Brimſtone, 
the breath of the Lord continually kindling it, and where- 
fore is all this? to burn the Aſſyrian and his Babyloni- 
ans. 

This expoſicion is plain enough, yet todo it more fully.

that onely purgeth ſome,(as the Papifts vainly teach) of their 
venial fins, and the temporal puniſhment of their morral; but 
this purgeth all, Cain, Eſau, Judas, Falian,the Devil and 
damned; but let me tell you, you were not beſt rowtult to it, 
but make your peace with God. if it may be) before you come 
there : for if you come to be ſhut up in that Dungeon, or, as 
in the 20.

Nor let any ApoFata ask in derifion what his Throne is 
made of, or ſeek to know the particular time of his com- 
ming. For onr God ſhall come, and will not keep ſilence, de- 
vonrins fire ſhall ga before his face, and a mighty tempeſt (hall 
be (tirred up round about him. Then ſhall he execate judges 
ment apon all, and to convince all that are ungodly among then; 
of their nngealy aceds, which they have ungodly committed, 
and of all their hard ſpeeches, Which angodly ſinuers have ſpas 
hen againſt him.

The next thing obſervable, that I meet with, is yonr 
quoting that in the 3. of the Co/oſſtans Verſe 1.

ward workins of the ſpirit of God ; which had raiſed them

And therefore Where onr treaſare 1s, there ſhould aunhearts be 
al/o, Mat. 6. 21, 

Thirdly , becauſe Chiiſt ſhould come to judgement. 
\When Chriſt, who is our life ſhall appear, then ſhall we 
alſo appear with him in glory, Cel. 3. 4. by life here is under- 
ſtood eternal life, 1. 7h» 5. 11. alfo according to that in 
Heb, 5.9. heis called our life, becauſe he is the Author of 
our everlaſting life.

But when ( may it be asked ) doch he beſtow all this? Ar 
his appearance. Chriſt appears three wayes, Firſt, corpo- 
rally, God was manifeſt inthe fleſh, 1.

Secondly, ſpiritually, when he makes himfel{manifeſt to 
the eyes of our ſouls by the preaching of his word, Gal, 3. I. 

Laſtly, when he manifeſteth himſelf in glory, and com- 
meth to judge the World, Phil. 3.20,21. Let our conver- 
fationbe in Heaven, from whence alſo welook for the Savi- 
our, the Lord Jeſus Chriſt : who ſhall change our vile bo- 
dy, that it may be faſhioned like unto his glorious body, 
according to the mighty working, whereby he is ableeven 
to ſubdueall things to himſelf. ( /» the day when God ſhall 
judge the ſecrets of men by Ieſus (Chrift,) Rem. 2.16.) Not 
that we ſhall haye other bodies, but the ſame, Job ſayes, 
:1 my fleſh ſhall I ſee God. T ſhall ſee him for my ſelf, and 
mine eyes ſhall behold, and not another.

The Ho!y Ghoſt doth not 
ſet down the principles of our Religion, ſuch asare Chriſts 
aſcenſion, and his comming to judgement Allegorically, 
bur plainly ; ſo that, he that runs, may read them, and ho 
thar reads may underſtand them, 

And] doubt not, bnt that it wil! appear to all that are noc 
wilfully blind, that your Book is not truth triumphing a- 
2ainſt theenemies, and aſperſers thereof; but falſhood, aſ- 


 perſing truth, and the defenders of it; whieh, by Gods ai- 


filtance I have wip?d away, and howſoever truth may fora 
time be clouded, yet it will break through the thick miſts or 
errour and Herefie, for The trm:h is great and will prevail, 
The end of the firſt two diſputations.

Thus you ſay, and unſay, and indeed | fay -you know not 
what ; your intention is, ſo ncer as I can gather, to deny 
the ReſurreRion of the body out of the grave, and to allow 
cnly ofa ReſurreRion from the death of ſin, as may appear 
in your anſwer to the 7. Article at the end of your Book, and 
to maintain {or rather inſinuate} this, you moſt wickedly abuſe 
the Scriptures, confound the ſenſe of them, and pervert the 
meaning of the Holy Ghoſt. 

Firſt therefore I willprove the veritie of the ReſurreRi- 
on of the body, and then anſwer your abſurd contradiftions 
and cavils. 

Firſt, I will prove the Reſurrection of the body, by the 
ReſurreRion of Chriſts body, who is our head : and then by 
the ReſurreRion of our own, who are his members. 

Chriſts Reſurretion is confirmed by the Teſtimony of 
the four Evangeliſts. ar. 28, 7, 9,10, 12,14. Harkis.6, 
14, Luke 24.6, 7. Jeh220.9, Andin 1. Cor. 15.4, 5, 6. firſt) 
he was ſeen of Cephas, then of the twelve, afterwards of 500 
of the brethren at once. The teſtimony of Angels Mar. 28, 
6. nay, of his enemies, Vexſe 11, 12, 13, ſome of the watch 
came into the citie, &c. this now is ſo plain, that it cannor 
bedenicd : and I think you willnot be ſo deſperately-wick- 
ed, as to fay, that this muſt be underſtood \piritually ofa 
ReſfurreRtion from ſin, for Chriſt was never dead in fin, bur. 
purified in the womb -1f you ſhould , your Maſter 
would confuteyou, ze krow who theu art, even the Holy 
one of Iſrael, If Chriſt be rilen, how ſay ſome among you, 
that there is no ReſurreRzon, 1 Cor, 15. 12, 13.---If there be 
no Refurrecion, then is not Chriſt riſen, but Chriſt is riſen, 
therefore there is a Reſurrection, for Chriſt is a publick per= 
{on in the place of all mankinde : he roſe not: for himſelf, 


but forus all, And ther cfore the Apoſtle uſes thatexpreſſiorn- 
28 
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ssin 44am weall died, (o in Chriſt we ſhall all be made a- 
live. 

Again, Chriſt is compared tothe firſt-fruits, which com- 
pariſon is very ſignificant, the firſt-fruits were a ſheaf of the 
firſt of the Harveſt, Zevit. 23.10, 11. which was raiſed, 
and lifted up before the Lord, and then, not only, that was 
holy, but the whole Crop —— Chriſt likewiſe was the firſt 
and beſt of the Crop : he was firſt lifted up, and then not 
only he, but we all become living Sheafs. 

Again, the ſame Corn that is ſown, though it be corrup- 
tcd inthe ground, ſprings up again : ſo the ſame body, that 
15 ſown ſhall ariſe, the qualities thereof being changed, as the 
Apoſtle ſays, it is {»wn in corruption, it is raiſed in incorrup- 
tion - itis ſown in weakneſs, it is raiſed in power : it is ſown 
a natural body, itis raiſed again a ſpiritual body ; not a ſpi- 
rit, but a ſpiritual body : a body endowed with ſpiritual 
qualities, and they are, firſt, charitie, ſecondly, impaſſibi- 
litie, thirdly, agilitie. The juſt all ſhine as the Sun. Mat, 
I3.43.1 Cor. 15,43, 44. Rev. 7. 17. | 

Or if Chriſt be not riſen, then are we till in our fins, 
but we are not ſtill in our fins; therefore Chriſt is riſen. 

This argument will clear the matter, if we obſerve the 
force of it. 

The Humanitie of Chriſt is united unto the God-head, 
from whence it received ſpiritual life, now we are united un- 
to Chriſt by the ſpirit which createth faith in us. We, 1 
ſay, not our bodies only, but our ſouls alſo. And by vertue 
of this union, our ſouls and bodies do riſe again, our ſouls 
from the death of ſin, and our bodies frem the death in the 
grave, If the ſpirit of him that raiſed up Teſus from the dead 
dwell in you t hethat raiſed up Chriſt from the dead, ſhall alſo 
quicken your mortal bodies. Rom,8. 11. 

Laſtly, the Reſurre&ion of the body may be proved by 
that place in 7b, Chap. 19. 25, 26, 27. whichis a plain pro- 
pheſie of the Reſurre&ion of the body ; obſerve the words. 
1 know that my Redeemer liveth, aud that he ſhall Rand at the 
latter day upon the earth, andthengh afier my shin, Worms

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deftroy this Body , yet 1n my fleſh ſhall I ſee God : hom I fall 
ſee for my ſelf , and mine eyes ſhall behold him and not another, 
thongh my reines be conſumed within me. 

Fob was then in the condition ofa dying man: his skin clea- 
ved to his bones,he was a meer skeleton, and all wordly com- 
fort failed him ; and therefore he comforts himſelf with this 
neditation of the Reſurreion. 1 know that my Redeemer 
liveth, and that he ſhall ſtand upon the earth at the laſt day. 
The word is not 5yctT ſhall ſtand, but avxcyotra ſhall riſe 
again upon the earth, though he was not upon the earth 
by the malice of his enemies, yet heſhould riſe up again and 
ſtand, . and when ſhould this be ? inthe latter gay, 

2. He argues from our Redeemer to himſelf, becanſe he 
ſhall riſe again, I ſhall riſe again : what is done in the head, 
ſhall alſo be done in the members. 

3. Hefaith, I ſhall ſee inmy fleſh with theſe eyes, and: 
not with anothers. 

Laſtly, for himſelf, for his benefit, notwithſtanding his 
reins were conſumed, though he were in that deplorable 
condition. And what can be more plain to prove the Re- 
ſurretion of the body ; ſo that if your eyes be not blin- 
ded, that you cannot ſee, you muſt of neceſſity contefle 
it.

I. Oh horrible, that you ſhould have the impudence to 
ſay, or infer, that | E/;hz reproved 1ob,] for that molt ex- 
cellent Confeſſion] when itis plain,as the Sun, that he reprc- 
hended him for ſaying, 7 am clean, and there ts no unrighte- . 
onſneſſe in me &c. Ib 33.9.doth not Elithy reſtrain his words 
to the ſame expreſſion, Behold in this thou art not juſt 
verſe 12, 

2. Youaffirm that | God reproved him for it.] By which 
itſeems you know not what you ſay, or carenot what you 
affirm;for that which God reproved him for, was, for ſtand- 
ing too much upon his own innocency. 

And though 745 was not thus aMiRed for his fin,but for a 
Triall (as appears Chap. r. and Chap 2.) yet was there mat- 
ter enough in him that deſeryedit, if God ſhould have cn- 
tred into Judgement with him.

7b mainrained the contrary, that 
God did notalwayes handle men according to their deſerts 
in this world ; for, many times, the wicked have proſpetitie, 

' and Gods children adverſitie. /ob 21. 8. 

Now though the foundation of Jobs cauſe were good, yet 
inthe proſecuting of it, he committed many errours, through 
the infirmities of the fleſh, for which God reproved him : 
but on the contrary the foundation of his adverſaries cauſe 
was evil. 

'T'is therefore a falſe, and an impudent aſſertion, toſay, p,y. .g, 
as you do, | that /cb never ſpoke the thing that was right of 
the Lord, until he ſaid, vow do mine eyes ſee thee, | &c. Job 
42.5, 6. | 

The reaſon that moves you to deny, (or at leaſt to under- 

minde, andoverthrow,) the Reſurre&ion of the bodie is, 
becanſe there is a ReſurreRion of the ſoul, and you may al- 
wel denie there is no death of the body, becauſe there isa 
death of the ſoul in ſia ; as Saranſlays both, fo Chriſt doth 
raiſeup both in his members, If the ſpirit of him that raiſed 
up Jeſus from the dead be in you, he that raiſed up Jeſus, 
{hall alſo quicken your mortal bodies, &c. Rom. 8. 1r. but 
this hath beea ſufficiently proved already ; 1 ſhall only adde 
our Saviours argument to the Sadduces. Mat. 22. 23, 24. 
unto Verſe 32. God is not the God of the dead, but of the 
living z forallliveunto him, thatis, they are alive in his 
acconnt, becauſe he hath decreed to raiſe them again. 

I ſhall turn your proof out of the 1 1. 10h» Verl. the 21, 22, page 23. 
23, 24, 25. upon your ſelf, Chriſt comes to Bethany, where 
Lazargs lived, who was now dead : 4artha goes forth ta 
meet him, ſaying; Lord if thou hadit bzen here, my bro- 
ther had not died : Chriſt anſwered, thy brother ſhall riſe 
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again; and this is ſpoken of the ReſurreRion of the body, 
for his ſoul was then in the hands of God. Afartha replies ; 
T know that he ſhall riſe again in the ReſurreRion at thelaſt 
day. So'tis plain, that the ReſurreQion was no ſtrange, 
and new doQrinethen ( though it be now ſo to you ) Martha 
knew ir, and believed it: as did Jeb alſo, 7b 19. Chriſt 
taught it aying, 1 an the Reſwrreition, and the life, Tohy 10. 
25, that iz, the cauſe of the Reſurrection of the body, and 
thelife of the ſoul, notabare figneto ſignifie ( as you falſely 
and fooliſhly affirmed ) bur an effetual cauſe, 1 Coy. 15. zo, 
21, 22.alſoheteaches it, /ohx 2. 19, 20, 21. where he faith 
unto the Jews, deſtroy this temple, and in three dayes I 
will raiſe it up again, which he ſpake of the temple of his bo- 
dy ; mark Chriſt, can any thing be more plain, which he 
performed accordingly, fat. 28. Mark 16. Luke 24. now 
Chriſt was a publick perſon, what he did, he did not for him- 
{elf, but for us alſo;ſo that if we believe that Jeſus isdead,and 
isriſen, even ſo them that fleep in Jeſus will God bring with 
him.

The 
Father ſpeaks from Heaven, the Son ſtands in the Water, 
and the Holy Ghoſt deſcends in the likeneſs of a Dove. As 
in the Sun, there is the body of the Sun, the beams iſſuing 
fromthe body, and the light : and yer there is not 3. Suns, 
but one Sun : ſo is there, the Father, the Word and the *pi- 
zit, threediſtin& Perſons in the Dezty ; and yet not three, 
burone God.

W hich are three Perſons, three Hypo/tafes, three Sutfi- 
fances in one effence: © asin a Rivaler, there is the foun-

teth or ſheadeth itſelf far from thence, which three are di- 
flint /#b//farces, and yet but one Water. 

You tell us of Chriſts being within us, &c. 

We know it. 

But not corporally, forſo heis in Heayen but ſpt- 
ritually, or by his ſpirit x Cor. 6. 19. know you not that 
your body is the Temple of the holy Ghoſt, which is in you, 
&c. this ſpirit unites us to Chriſt, by working faith in ns, 
whereby we are uniced to him, according to that in Epre/. 
3. 17. That Chriſt may dwell in yonr bearts by faith: and 
Chriſt is ſaid to dwell in us by faith, becauſe as the body 
from the head receives life and motion ; ſo do we from 
Chriſt, who is our head, and we his members.

Reprobates.

Which js a moſt abſurd definition of a Reprobate : and to 
prove it, you produce Row. r. 28. becauſe they did net liks 
or retain God in their knowledge, God gave them over tea re- 
probate mine. | | 

When Reprobation, is a part of Gods eternal decree, 
whereby God hath purpoſed to paſs by ſome, that were in the 
ſtate of corruption, as well as to eleR others unto eternal 
falvation, Rom.9. 11,12, 13. &c- 

Now how doth your definition ſuit unto this? Nay, how 
doth that of Roz. 1, 28, prove your definition, which wasa 
{piritual judgement inflicted upon the Heathen,. for not walk- 
;ng according to that natural light, which God had imprin- 
redin their minds; which indeed was a fearful judgement, 
whether it be taken aRtually, or paſſively : if aRually, as a 
mind approving things to be reproved, and reproving things 
to be approved, a mind. judging good to be evil, andevil 
to be good. Job 21.14. Iſa. 5. 20; Wo untsthem that call 
good evil,and evil good, that put light for darkneſs,and darkacſs 
No tight. Or elfe paſſively, as a mind reprobated, and re- 
jeftedof God : and.ſuch a mind was in Abab, who ſold him- 
ſe!f, &c. in I:dsthat ſold his Maſter, in E/as, that ſold his 
birth-right, orbleſſing. 

Something more is inſinuated by you in the end 05 
this Chapter far univerſal Redemption, 4 
: n 
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And to prove it, you mention that of 1 719. 2. 4, 5. Who 
will have all men to be ſaved, &c, which is underſtood of 
his revealed will, which is, if they repent and believe, Tohn 
3. 14,15, 16, Mark 1.15. Mat. 16. 15, 16, Atts 20. 20, 
21. and many more places, ſo that if they repent, and: be- 
lieve, they ſhall be ſaved, if nor, for cught that God hath 
revealed nnto us, «they are utterly loſt. 

But have all men power to repent and believe ? By nature 
they have not : For we aredead in treſpaſſes aud ſins, Ephe. 2. 
5. and God muſt quicken, and put life into us; before there 
can be any motion in us : and this he doth put into his ele&t 
by his ſpirit, (the Word and Sacraments being inftruments) 
Epheſ. 4. 20, which becauſe God doth miniſter by men, it is 
therefore attributed to the Miniſters of the Goſpel, 1 Cor. 4. 
15. Let therefore men ſo account of us, as of the Miniſters of 
Chrift, and Stewards of the Xyfterics of God, 1 Cor«4. 1. 
Trample not therefore Gods Ordinances under your feet, leſt you 
neglect your on Salvation. 


CHAP. IX. 


The ſubj<& of this Chapter is the fin againſt the Holy 
Ghoſt, of the which, I could wiſh you were as clear, as 
youare jgnorant, but your ignorance muſt be your beſt Plea, 
otherwiſe, ſcarce any ventured farther to be guiltie of it, 
then you have done. 

Firſt, wewill ſet down the.nature of it, ſo far forth as it. 
1s revealedin the Scriptures unto us. 

It is called the fin againſt the Holy Ghoſt, not becauſeitis 
done only againſtthe Deitie of the. Holy Ghoſt ; for he thar. 
ſins againſt theDeitie of the Holy Ghoſt,. fins alſoagainſt 
the Deitie of the Father, and- the Son, becauſe the three. 
Perſons are all one God : but becauſe it is againſt the imme- 
diate ation of the Holy Ghoſt, that is, againſt his immedi- 
ate [{lumination ; for albeit this be a work common to the. 


three:Perſons in the Trinity, yet, becauſe the. Father, _ 
the. 
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the Son do effe@ this by the holy Ghoſt, it is therefore called 
the fin againſt the holy Ghoſt onely. 

7. Theefficient cauſe of it is obſtinate Malice apainſt God 
and againſt Chriſt, as in' 7=/ia» the Apoſtate; who when he 
was ſtrucken with an arrow, received the blood, 
iſſuing out of his wound, into his hands, & he threw ir 
up deſpitefully into the Aire, and cryed, Viciſts Gali- 
les i 

2 TheobjeR of this fin is God himſelf, and the mediator 
Jeſus Chriſt. Heb.10.29,30. ; 

3. TheſubjeR in which itis found, is onely ſuch as have 
been inlightned by the ſpirit of God, and have jaffed of rhe 
goed gift of Goda Heb.6,5. So that theeleR cannot commit 
this fin, and therefore they that feelin themſelves aſure teſti- 
mony of their elefion,need not defpaire; for they are kept 
by the power of Goduntolife everlaſting. 

This fin cannot be forgiven; not becauſe ir is greater then the 
merit of Chriſt can ſatisfie for; but becauſe, after a man hath 
once committed this ſin, it is impoſsible for him to repent; 
for the giſt of Repentance proceedeth from the Holy Ghoſt 
and the Holy Ghoſt remaineth inus through Chriſt appre- 
hended by faith; now no man doth apprehend Chriſt, who 
doth maliciouſly deſpiſe and contemn him. | 

Out ofthis which hath been ſpoken, we may thus define 
this fin. The fin againſt the holy Ghoſt is a voluntary deny- 
all of, and blaſphemie againſt the Son of God, or of that 
truth which was before acknowledged concerning him; and ſo 
conſequently a Vniverfal defeion from God and his Church. 
We have an Exampleofthis in the devil, who though he knew 
well enough ithat Teſus wasthe Chriſt, yet he never ceaſed 
both wirttingly and willingly ro oppoſe the very ſacred Ma- 
zeſty of God in him, rogether with the kingdom of Ieſus;that 
as far forth as he could he might utterly ſupplant the ſame by 
the Phariſces. Mar.12.32. Tohnz 2. 

Now Sir, confider whether thoſe men,that have maintain- 
ed the articles ofrhat faith into which they have been bap- 
tized (which articles have been and are profeſſed by all the 
erue 
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true Chriſtian Churches in the world, and are firmly g roun- 
ded upon the word of God, which is the pillar of our faith) 
have committed this fin, or you that have firſt profeſt, and 
afterwards fallen away from the faith, and oppoſed the Chief 
Articles, or fundamental points of it, (as Chr:ſts conception 
in ſaying he was conceived in original fin, and fo raze the 
very foundation of true, Religion ; for if the root be im- 
pure all the Branches muſt be impure : Chriſt then would haye 
needed a Saviour himſelf, and could not have ſaved others. 
2. His Refurre&ion, his Aſcenſion, his ſeſſion at the righe 
hand of God) I fay,examine your own conſcience, whether 
you can be clear or not, who have done all this by your ſenſe- 
I:fle Alegories 3 for my part Ileaveit to God to judge, who 
ſearches the heart, and knowes whether you have done his 
out of malice or ignorance. 

Now it is fit your weakard abſurd deſcription of the (in a- 
gainſt the Holy Ghoſt be examined.

war, torefilt the ſpirit] and to prove it you bring

CHAP. 10, 


In this Chapter you endeavour to prove,that man ſhall not 
be deſtroyed, but onely the in that is in man. 


Your words are [Therefore man ſhall nct be deſtroyed, 
but the work of the Devil in bim.] 

Your firſt argument to prove this is:becan/e God made man, 
therefore man ſhall notbe deſtroyed: and you may as well ſay, 
Becauſe God made all ſenſitive and vegetable creatures, (as 
Beaſts and Plants) therefore they ſhall not be deſtroyed. Are 
not the Creatures made ſubje& to vanity by reaſon of the ſin 
of man? ifthey be, much more ſhall man that made them ſut- 
je; be ſubjeR himſelf. What do you think of the old world, 
werenot they created by God? yet you know they were de- 
ſroyed. You will ſay this was buta temporal deſtruction: it is 
ro be hoped, that when the waters roſe upon the earth many re- 
pented, and ſo, though their bodies periſhed, yet their ſouls 
were ſaved; but yet the moſt part periſhed both temporally 
and eternally, as Pere teſtifies I Pee, 3.19. 

Argument is | Chriſt came into the World to fave 
Man, the work of God, but all mankinde is the work of God, 
therefore Mankind who is the image of God ſhall not be de- 
ftroyed | is not here a goodly concluſfion,that hath more in it 
then the premiſes? to anſwer it;though man that is renewed & 
reſtored tothe image of God ſhall not be deſtroyed ; yet man 
that is not reſtored tothe image of God ſhall be deſtroyed, 
though he be his Creature ; for without holizeſs no man ſhall 
ſee God.

To the firſt part of this aſſertion, T ſhall only oppoſe that 
of Rom.

3.19, 20. which contemned the preaching of Noah, 
were regenerated ?- 

I did think to end, concerning this Chapter ; but that 
looking back to the. middle of this Chapter, I finde fuch a 
kinde of judgement that was never heard of before. .

r%ſalem only eſcaped ofall the land : or elſe of the deſtruQti- 
On of the people by Nebachadrezzar, when moſt of the peo- 
ple were deſtroyed, and a remnant carried away Captive in- 
to Aſſjria:which isprophetically ſpoken of the time of grace, 
wherein moſt of the Jews periſhed through incredulitie, and 
hardaeſsof heart, The conſideration whereof cauſed the — 
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poſtle to wiſh he-were cnroff from ' Chriſt, for the Salvation 
of ſo great a namber that, periſhed, Rom, 9.7, . 

. And asthere ſhall nor be a univerſal falyation of the Jejvs, 
ſo alſo not of the*Gentifes, for there is a fulneſs of the'Gen- 
tiles, as well as a fulneſs of the Jews; btit Plenitado bac non 
ad numerum cunttorum pertinet, ſed ad nunzerum a Deo prafi- 
item, Haymo. -W hich is plainly ſhewed in Rev. 7. 4. where 
it is faid, that of the Tribes were ſealed 144. thouſand, not 
that there were no more, or fewer ; but he ſets down a de- 
finite number for an indefinice, 144 thouſand, as a gicat 


"number, but whatare theſe compared to all the reſtin o- 


ſes time: there were 600. thouſand fighting men; and.in 
the dayes of David 15. hundred thouſand and, more, it is 
therefore apparent, that but a remnant, Row, 9.27.

that led his people ? God ; wherewith ? By the hands; of 
whom ? Of Moſerand Axrox: what were they 2 The Prince 
andthe Prieſt, the Magiſtrate and the Miniſter. Thar theſe 
were ordained by God to affiſt each other, you may read, 
Exod. 4. 14, 1 5, 16. and how they did aſſiſt each other, you 
may finde in Exod. 7, and Namb. 16. when fames and Tame 
bres withſtood Mefes, Axron lends him his Rod ; and when 
Corah , Dathan, and Abiram, that curſed crue, rolg againſt 
Aaron,crying out ( as fach as yon do by us ) yerake too mach 
upon you, yeſons of Levs, all the Lords people: are holy ;

Babylon to ride upon their ſhoulders. 
You vilihe the divine funtion of the Minitery, and P28e 77» 
call it| a Trade of preaching. ] 


But we regard not the reproaches of ſuch fellows as you: 
2re, Who are neither. Prophets, nor the ſons of Prophers ; but: 
brovghe . 
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brought up to feed Cattel, as thoſe your predeceſſours were, 
Zach. 13. 5. 

Our comfort 1s, the Holy Ghoſt ſpeaks honourably of it ; 
calling us the Embaſſadors of Chriſt, 2 Cor. 5. 20, and the 
Miniſters of Chriſt, and Stewards of the Myſteries of God, 
1 Cer. 4. I. nay, Angels (though not by nature, yer) by 
office ; ſuch are the terms of Gods ſpirit, in his Epiſtle to the 
ſeven Churches of Afia. I hope Ineed not ask pardon, if 
I magnifie mine office , Rom. 11. 13.) when ſuch int:nuders 
labour all they can topull ic down. 

For our calling, we have not taken it up of our ſelves, ( as 
did the ſons of Sceva, As 19.) but from Chriſt, though 
not immediately, yet ſucceſſively, and thusI prove it. 

Chriſt the ſon of God, the promiſed Mefſias, was ſent 
of his father to be the Miniſter of the Reconciliation ; and 
therefore he is called the Biſhop of our ſouls, 1 Pet. 2, 25.

Thoſe that are truely called, are firſt to be tried, and then 
ordained, their trial is to approve their gifts, and their ordi- 
nation to give them power, without which no man oughtto 
preach.

You, and others (not much unlike you) pretend highly to 
gifts, (it were well if thoſe you have were imployed to the beſt 
advantage)the emptyelt Ears of corn do ever carry themſelves 
higheſt. Phaeton though he was able to drive the Chariot of 
the Sun, as the ſtory goes ; but by his unskilfulneſle ſet che 
world on fire, ſuch as you are, are very much concerned in 
the Moral of it, being inſtruments onely fit toſet on fire 
Church and State, as fad experience tells us, If there were 
any ſuch gifts really in you, as is pretended, why 
isthere not an application to thoſe that are impowred by 
God in the Church, rotry the gifts and manners of men, 
ſo that if there were ſuch a qualification as is required in you, 
ye might not want ordination. It cannot be denied, that ever 
there were more Gifts, then were powred on the Chriſtians 
in the primitive times ; and yet thoſe that thought theme

thou ſhalt make them as a fiery Oven, in the time of thine anger, 
the Lord ſhall ſwallow them up in his wrath, and the fire ſhall 
devonure them. Where it is manifeſt, the Prophet ſpeaks of 
Perſons not of fins ; of ſubſtances, not of accidents that do 
adhere to ſubjefs : as for your idle ſhift, that he means the 
Bryars and thorns in them ; it is falſe, God doth not con- 
ſume the Bryarsand Thorns, as you call them in Impenitent” 
finners, but puniſhes them and their Bryars and Thorns r0- 
gether, and none ſhall quench them, Ta. 1. 32. the ſoul that 
ſaneth ſhall die, Eze. 18. 20. The Lord will plead thecauſe 
of the poor, ana ſpoil the ſouls of thoſe that ſpoiled them. Pro. 
22, 23. asfor that place you alledge our of x Cor. 3. 15-itis 
expounded and fully anſwered before, in my anſwer to your 
third Chapter Page 18. | 


Again, youobjed that of Taceb and Eſau. Iacob bave Tpapyys, 


loved, and Eſau have T hated: a place ſo fully againſt you, 
that were you not hardned, it were ſufficient to convert 
you. | 


Page 77, 
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They wete the ſons of Iſaac by Rebecca, Gen. 25. 26, 27, 
28. where you may read the Hiſtory at large, of whom St. 
Paul ſays, Rom. 9.11, 12. They being not yet born, neither 
baving done good or evil; it was ſaid nnto her, the elder ſhall 
ſerve the younger, as it is writtten, Jacod have TI loved, but 
Eſau have Thated ; therefore he means not Eſ/ax's ſins. 

But here you fall to your old ſhift of Allegorizing the 
Scriptures, but very unhandſomely, that place of Obad. 17, 
18, 21. ( quoted in your Margent ( Page 77. ) ſpoils your 
Allegory, the words are theſe. pen Mount Sion ſhall be 


 delvoerance, and there ſhall be holinrſs, and the houſe of Ja- 


cob ſvall poſſeſs their poſſeſſions : and the houſe of Iacob ſhall 
be a fire, and the houſe of ſoſeph a flame, and the houſe of Eſau 
for Stubble, and they ſhall kindle in them, and devour them, 
and there ſhall not be any remaining of the hauſe of Eſau; for the 

Lord bath ſpoken it, Here God threatens to deſtroy the houſe 
of Eſa, and to eſtabliſh his Church, the houſe of Facod; 
they ſhould dwell in their poſſeſſions, he would deſtroy E- 
ſas by the houſe of [acob: Jacob ſhould be to them likea 
fire, and they ſhould be like ſtubble ; which was verify'd in 
Aa. 2.10, 

You objeR 7/a. 27.4, 9. Fary is not in me: who wonld ſet 
the Briars.and T horns againſt me in battel ? I would go through 
them, 1 Wonld burn them together. The ſenſe of which 
words is this; fury 1s not in me to deſtroy the Vineyard 
( read the three Verſes before )but fury is in me to deſtroy the 
Adverſaries of it; thongh they ſet themſelves in battel a- 
gainſt me, like Bryars and Thorns ; yet could 1 go through 
them, and burn them together. The purpoſe of the Pro- 
pher here is to foretel the deftruion of Leviathay, thar 
crooked Serpent, take it either for the Type or Antitype, for 
the Aſſyrian, or Satan; and in that day ſhall the Church 
ſing a ſong of Triumph, Verſe 2, 3. Secondly, verſe 9. by 
this, ſhall the imquitse of Jacob be purged, by what? by their 
repentance ; whereof he ſetsdown the fruits, which ſhould 
ſhew themſelves in the reformation from Idolatrie, when 
he ſhould overthrow the Altars, and Groves of their _—

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Now what is all this, to prove (as you would have it)the 
purging away of in iniquity form Eſa, from the wicked 
and reprobate.

wicked, who are but as briers and thorns , when they ſer 
themſelves in battle againſthim : he will break through them 
and conſume ther, as fire doth wood. | 


Here that placein //a. 6.6,7. is alſo brought to garniſh 
your errour, and in this manner. God canſed a Seraphim with 
4 coal from the Altar te touch the month of the Prophet, to take 
his iniquity away (whom be was about to ſend on his meſſage, 
aud fit for his calling) therefore God will purge lips, and take 
away the iniquity of the reprobate and falſe Prophets. A 


 goodly concluſionis it not? it ſeems plainly your lips have not 


been touched with ſuch a coal; that you utter ſuch abominable 
falfities, and ſo abuſe the Scriptures. 


Youreach in 41.3.3. to maintain the ſame errour ; but 
to what purpoſe , let the world judge. The Prophet there 
/hews, that when Chriſt ſhould come : he ſhould refine his 
filver, that is, his Church the ſons of Levi the pureſt of his 
Silver; for even they ſtood in need of purifying : now can 
the reprobate be called the pureſt of his filver? your argu- 
ment deſervesto be hiſt at rather then anſwered.. Read th- 
5.verſe f6llowing,and there you ſhal finde that Chriſt takes a- 
nother courſe with them, where it is ſaid I will come neer to 
you to judgement, I will be a ſwift witnefſe againſt the for- 
cerers, againſt adulterers, againſt the falſeſwearers 8c. So 
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you may ſee it is againſt the perſons, not againſt their fins, a- 
greeable is that in 2 Per.2.1,2,3.8c. |

The Spirit of Ged in the 14. Chapter foretells the day 
of judgement ( verſe 19,29. ) but before the coming of the 
great and terrible day of the Lord, he ſignifies ſeveral hor- 
rible judgements that ſhould fall upon the kingdom of An- 
ti-Chriſt Thap.16. 

Now that they might. know theſe judgements came not 
by chance, he ſhews from whence they came, and that was 
fromthe Temple of God, from above, ver.5. which Tem- 
plewas filled with ſmoke, which ſignifies the glory of God, 
asin 1 KX:n,8.10,11.

Becatſe God, before the day of judgement, will ſend ſeven 
fearſnl Plagnes from above upon the earth, that 3s,upon the fol- 
lowers of Anti-Chrift, the men which have the mark of the beaſt, 
and worſpip bs mage (Rev.16. 1,2.) onthe wicked and ſuch as 
fed the bloou of the Saints (ver, 6.) therefore will he not de- 
ſroy any af ( not the tmpenitent unbeleeving Reprobate 
excepted) ; far this that you mdevyonr to affert in this Chap- 
ter , and now conſider what a conclufion you have made, and 
how your Allegory is vaniſhed.

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CHAP. 20, Page78. 
In this Chapter you tax the Magiſtrates and miniſters for 


illegal proceedings againſt you : I know it is the Cuſtome of 
ſuch companions as you, to be the firft accuſers, that thereby 


- they may feem ro be innocent. I am a ſtranger to their pro- 


ceedings againſt you, but onely by the relation of them; yer 
not ſo much to ſome of the perſons, bur that'T know them to 
be men of that integrity, that they would not wrong you, as 
the event will queſtionleſſe make manifeft. 

And whereas you fay you are charged for being a Blaſ- 
phemer, it is evident you are ſo, and therefore cannot juft- 
ly complain of any injuſtice done you in that particular ; for 
any Good Chriſtian that reads your book; will affuredly con- 
demn you of Blaſphemy ; becauſe you make JGod the Author 
of your lies; wreſting and perverting the Scriptures to ſerve 
your wicked purpoſes. 

For your confidence in boaſting (that you are clear andin- 


| nocent in your own ſpirit) it moves me not , norany man P48e 79, 


els that hath heard and read of the practices of the devil; 
For we know there is a ſpiritual witchcraft, and Satan doth 
delude the phancies of Hereticks, as well as of Witches 2: Gal. 
3- I. making them beleeve they are, what they are not:hence 
it came to paſſe,that many falſe Chrifts , falſe Prophets, and 
falſe Apoſtles ; when they were nothing elſe but devilsin 
Samuels mantle. I remember two notable examples I have 
read of to this purpoſe,the one of old, the other of late, that 
of old is in Exſebins.1ib.5. Cap.14. of Montangs the Heretick, 
who being ſtrongly deluded by the Spirit of errour, utrered 
ſtrange Do&rines contrary to the trath, and yer boaſted that 
he had the ſpirit, and the gift of Propheſie, as alſo did his two 
trulls calling-themſelves Prophetefſes, when they were delu- 
ged by the foul ſpirit, as appeared by their deſperate ends; 
for 7#das like they became their own Executioners. 

The ſecond example ſhall be that of wicked Hacker, ( opping 
and eArthington, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth 1591  - 
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WM dH7-'35 > 
wicked impoſtor gave out he wasextraordinarily ahnointed 
with the Holy Ghoſt, and ſent forth Coppinger and Arehing- 
£6; his ſeduced Varlets, under the name oftwo Prophets,mer- 
cy and-- judgement, to preach him up inthe City of Zondoy, 
to tell the people that Chriſt was come with his fan in his 
hand to judge the earth; and that he lodged at Yalkers houſe 
neer Broken-wharf, and if they would not beleeve it,letthem 
come and ſee it, and kill him if they can: theſe accurſed Here- 
ticks lived and died in their damnable error, Hacker was 
hanged, drawn and quartered, and his two falſe prophts died, 
the one in the Counter, the other in Bride-well; a juſt judge- 
mentof God on ſuch Blaſphemers, are not here ſtrong de- 
lufions, who would not wonder at this? if he did not know 
the wiles of Satan, in deluding- the mindes of ſuch as God 


/\ hath given up into his hands, for your contempt of the truths, 


St. Paul 2 Theſ. 2.10. 11.I do not therefore wonder at your 
confidence, but I pitty your blindnefſe, your are deadly ſick, 
and not feel your diſeaſe , ſtruck with the ſting of the 
Serpent, yet.do not feel your pain, but die finging. I ſhall 
therefore defire God, if it be his will, to give yo a fight and 
feeling of your own miſerable condition, and deliver you. out 
of the ſnare of the Devil, who hath taken you captive and 
holds you faſt, making you an unhappy inſtrument to deceive 
your ſelf, and toſeduce others. I ſhalldefire all good Chri- 
ſtians te ayoid your ſociety, that ſo you may. beaſhamed,and 
they not infeted with your damnable errours,for your words 
do fretlike a cancer. 2 Tim. 2.17. | ſhall then conclude with 
the words of St. Paul Rom-16-17,18, and Tit. 9.3,10,11,Par 
enins ef} ut nes. qui ſumaus Chriſtians omnes &c, For. it beho-
